Women^vuters throughout the West 
are vitally conL*rraed by an amend¬ 
ment to the Uomlnlona Election Act 
of 1919. which passed the Federal 
House during the recent session, and 
of whirh little la'^et known,by the 
general public. It Is now provided 
hy this amendment that no woman, 
unless she Is ttt British birth or bora 
In i'anada shall hsreafter he allowed 
to vote unless she has first gone be- 
fbrs a judge of revision court, snd has* 
shown cause why she should be given 
the voting privilege. Women, under 
this amendment, are no longer rs- 
garded as taking the nationality «r 
nalursllsatton of their husitands «r 
fatiMrs, but must make personal ap- 
pllcwtloa for inctustnn on the voterff 
llsta 

While it is true that a number of 
the more powerful women’s organ¬ 
isations have long stood for self-1 
aaturaliratlon of .women snd for bst-' 
ter standards of intelligence among 
women as well as men voters, the 
regrettable feature of the recent 
amemlment lies In the poasibilily 
that many Ihoumnds of ewwaea 
would be disfranchised In the event 
of an early Federal election owing to 
Ignorance of this new clause. The 
matter will work great Inconvenience 
to \hose w«imen in the remcKe coun¬ 
try districts who may have to |oar- 
ney many miles to attend a Court of 
Keviston, and the lamentable possl- 
bllity of the loss of many thoueands 
«>f W'estern women's votes in conse¬ 
quence Is presaged.
